By a dozen of costUy, 
time-conoundng and difficult lawsuits under tho Freedom of Information Act I obtained 
about a tliird of a tdllion pages of previounly-withiield official documents. I give all 
others writing in the field free and unsuperv^ed access to all of that and to our copier.
